TEAMS ARE 
SELECTED 

Any student enrolled in the U. 
T. Junior College automatically 
becomes a member of this organ¬ 
ization, and all students must be 
members of some unit unless ex¬ 
cused by the officials. This asso¬ 
ciation shall consist of the follow¬ 
ing teams: Reds, Oranges, Yel¬ 
lows, Greens, Blues, Whites, 
Blacks and Browns. 

Eight managers shall be elected 
by the student body. Each man¬ 
ner has the privilege of select¬ 
ing the members for his unit. All 
students are considered a mem¬ 
ber unit that holds their signed 
contract until they are legally 
transferred to another unit. This 
may be done if the seller receives 
and the person being transferred 
are willing. A transferring student 
is ineligible for 48 hours from the 
time his new contract is handed 
to the director. Any man having 
won his letter in intercollegiate 
competition is ineligible for furth¬ 
er Intramural competition in that 
sport. 

At the close of the school year 
the team with the most points in 
each team sport is declared the 
winner in that sport and the name 
of the team entgraved on the 
trophy for each sport. The team 
with the most points for the year 
is declared Itramural Champion 
and the nam eof that team is en¬ 
graved on the Intramural Champ¬ 
ionship Trophy. Each member of 
the Intramural Championship 
team is awarded an Inntramural 
Medal. The person who has earned 
the most points in individual ac¬ 
tivities is awarded the individual 
intramural champonship trophy.

U. T. RESEARCH SHOWS 
NATIVE CORN HYBRIDS 
TRODUCE HI dll YIELDS 

Knorj ille, Oc. ZO Tennessee 
com hybrids have outyielded both 
the open-pollinated varieties ard 
the hybrids imported here from 
other states, according to a bJ lie- 
tin published recently by the De¬ 
partment of Agricultural Educa¬ 
tion of the University of Tennes¬ 
see’s CCollege of Agriculture. The 
bulletin repo:ts results of a three- 
year test conducted by the U.T. 
Experiment Station. 

Tests showed that the Tennes- 
* c-produced hybrids gave a yield 
of 25 r /f above the optn-pollinated 
yield and approximately 35 r / f 
above the yields of hybrids 
brought in from other states, stat¬ 
ed the U. T. bulletin. These Ten¬ 
nessee-produced hybrids were de¬ 
veloped by the U. T. Agricultural 
Experiment Station. 

Besides results of the yield tests, 
the U. T. bulletin gives informa¬ 
tion on: methods of producing hy¬ 
brid com; the effects of inbreed¬ 
ing com; the resistance of hybrid 
corn to lodging; the use of hy¬ 
brids for silage; the use of hybrids I 
produced in other states; and the* 
arvaffability of hybrid seed. Re¬ 
sults in Tennessee are compared 
with results in many other states. 

Dr. A. J. Paulus, associate pro¬ 
fessor of agificultural education 
at U. T., prepared the bulletin for 
use of teachers of vocational ag¬ 
riculture in Tennessee high 
schools. This and two other teach¬ 
er's supplementary bulletins on 
hybrid corn were published by the 
U. T. department in cooperation 
wit hthe State Board of Vocational 
Education. 

Though Tennessee-produced hy¬ 
brid corn has outyielded other 
types, only about one-tenth of one 
per cent of the total com acre¬ 
age in the state was planted this 
year in such hybrids, said Dr. 
Paulus. However, it is estimated 
that the 1940 crop will increase 
six-fold, making a total of 16,803 
acres in Tennsssee hybrids, he 
added. 

“The 1945 agricultural census 
data shows that corn occupies 
more acres than any other farm 
crop in the State of Tennessee,” 
he pointed out in the bulletin. “It 
loads the combined acrage of all 
hay crops by more than a million 
acres, and engages five times the 
acreage of all small grains. Since 
most of it is fed on the farms any 
improvement which can be made 
in the com crop will have a far 
reaching influence upon the farm 
feel supply.”
